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Move Started 


To Limit Scope , 


Of U. S. Treaties

WASHINGTON (API—A far-reach­ 
ing, possibly historic move to limit 
the scope of United States treaties 
attracted 
strong 
support 
today 
from 
i n c o m i n g 
congressmen 
throughout the country. 
Lawmakers replying to an Asso­ 
ciated Press survey went on rec­ 
ord 8-1 as favoring a move by Sen. 
Bricker (R-Ohio) 
to amend the 
Constitution so as to prohibit the 
U. S. from entering into binding 
international agreements in such 
fields 
as 
human 
freedoms 
and 
social and economic rights. 
Constitution Comes First 
Supporters agree enthusiastically 
that some such ban is needed to 
insure 
a 
yielding of American 
rights; foes say the amendment 
would just delay and hamstring 
international co-operation and the 
conduct of foreign affairs by the 
U. S. 
Bricker’s argument is that the 
field of human freedoms and social 
rights is an internal m atter which 
should be governed only by domes­ 
tic law—by the Constitution itself, 
ayid by state and federal laws 
passed under the Constitution. 
Although the Ohio senator con­ 
cedes that no treaties signed so 
far have regulated domestic rights 
of 
Americans, 
he 
insists 
that 
treaties now pending before the 
United Nations—if finally ratified 
by the U. S.—would restrict free­ 
dom of the press, freedom of 
speech, trial by jury and other 
rights guaranteed in the American 
Constitution. 
Wording Draws Fire 
The language of Bricker’s pro­ 
posed amendment drew fire from 
the State and Justice Departments 
in the last .session of Congress on 
two grounds: ' 
I. The proposal would erect a 
barrier of undue delay and restric­ 
tion in international co-operation j 
and the conduct of foreign affairs! 
by the U. S. 
* 2. The amendment is not neces­ 
sary. because if a treaty ever 
conflicted with the Constitution the 
Supreme Court 
would hold the 
Constitution is supreme and that 
section of the treaty would be 
invalidated. 
An Associated Press survey of 
opinions among incoming congress­ 
men showed overwhelming senti­ 
ment in favor of the principle of 
the Bricker proposal, but some 
doubt about the language and just 
how far it should go in restricting 
treaty-making powers. 
Bricker is rewriting his proposed 
amendment and promises to make 
it his top order of business in the 
new Congress, convening Jan. 3. 


Filibuster Killer 
Expected To Cause 
Uproar In Senate

WASHINGTON Uf)—Senators try­ 
ing to figure out how to smash 
filibusters are considering strategy 
that could throw the opening ses­ 
sion of the new Senate on Jan. 3 
into an uproar. 
Behind their efforts is a desire 
to clear the way for civil rights 
measures. They hope to deprive 
opponents of theft most trusty 
weapon, the filibuster, which can 
be used to talk legislation to death. 
Maneuvers Mapped 
A 
leader in the move. 
Sen. 
Humphrey (D-Minn), said today 
Republican and Democratic sena­ 
tors who favor making it easier to 
shut off debate have been invited 
to confer here Dec. 30. 
Humphrey told a reporter that 
one course of action under study 
is to move at the start of the 
session for the adoption of new 
Senate rules—a maneuver aimed 
at eliminating Rule 22. 
Under Rule 22, a halt can be 
called to a filibuster only by the 
votes of 64 senators, or two-thirds 
of the entire membership. Oppo­ 
nents contend it is almost impos­ 
sible to apply. 
Fast Footwork Needed 
What’s more, Rule 22 provides 
that no debate limitation whatever 


♦ shall apply to proposals to change 
the rules — so that any move to 
change it can be talked to death. 
Tentative opening-day 
strategy 
outlined by Humphrey to cope with 
this roadblock to civil rights and 
other legislation involves some fast 
parliamentary footwork. 
Here’s what Humphrey expects 
would happen if the plan were put 
into execution: 
At the outset of the session a

The President had no comment 
on Wednesday’s meeting between 
Eisenhower and Genf. Douglas Mac­

Slides Up Again 


WASHINGTON (A3)—The 
cost 
of living as measured by the gov­ 
ernment crept up two-tenths of a 
point last month to equal the re­ 
cord high reached last August. 
The Bureau of Labor Statistics, 
announcing its measuring as of * 
Nov. 15, said today that higher 
home rents were mainly responsi­ 
ble for the increase in its index. 
The slight rise was not enough 
to prevent the nation’s rail work­ 
ers from taking a one-cent cut in 
their hourly wages. 
The wages of about l l 4 million 
railroads workers 
are 
tied 
by 
union contracts to the BLS index. 
They had received two cents an 
hour increase in the last adjust­ 
ment. 
The new consumer’s price in­ 
dex, measuring Nov. 15 prices of 
food, clothing, rent, medical care, 
entertainment and a host of other 
things, stood at 191.1 per cent of 
the 1935-39 base period. 
The record high, reached last 
August, was also 191.1,

City, N. J., is claiming the honor 
in advance, saying it will have 
its transm itter installed and test 
signals on the air within hours, 
possibly by midnight, with regular 
programs starting at 5 p.m., EST, 
Saturday. 
All four stations have trucks and

N. J., plant of the RCA Victor 
Division of Radio Corporation of 
America. By early afternoon they 
hope to be rolling toward their 
stations with their prized equip­ 
ment. The other three are WSBA- 
TV, York. Pa., WBR E-TV. Wilkes- 
Barre, Pa., and WSBT-TV, South 
Bend, Ind. 
The first UHF station on the 
air was KPTV in Portland, Ore., 
which started Sept. 19, but it tem­ 
porarily is telecasting with equip­ 
ment used by RCA for its experi­ 
mental station at Bridgeport, Conn.

I wonder if the people of Es­ 
canaba, Michigan are at all famili­ 
ar with the type of so-called “jus­ 
tice” which is daily being meted 
out at the local 
police 
station’s 
“Khangoroo Court”? If not, it 
would seem logical enough if a re­ 
porter from the Press or a com­ 
mittee of one or more citizens were 
permitted to sit in during the daily 
sessions of the traffic violations 
court. When a man is 
given 
a 
ticket for a traffic violation and 
reports within the time alloted, 
he is automatically assumed guilty 
by the court and is 
fined 
any 
amount that the judge or acting 
judge cares to set in that particu­ 
lar case. People are lined up in 
assembly-line fashion and forced 
to pay the fine specified or else 
appeal his case to a higher court. 
If he appeals, he is aware that, 
innocent or guilty, he 
will 
be 
obliged to a tremendous attorney 
and court fee. so he usually re­ 
signs himself to 
his 
fa t -2 
and 
“coughs up” which 
is 
exactly 
what the court knows he will do. 
This is all well and good when a 
man is guilty but when he be­ 
lieves himself innocent 
of 
the 
traffic violation and has not actu­ 
ally been found guilty, it is ex­ 
tremely difficult to have to pay. 
This type of “court” is a definate 
menace to society and an investi­ 
gation of local practices should be 
instigated by responsible persons 
immediately. 
With all due respect to the local 
Justice of the Peace, it should be 
pointed out that what Escanaba 
needs and needs badly is a M uni­ 
cipal 
Court 
with 
a 
Municipal 
Judge presiding. This 
and 
this 
alone is the only logical solution 
to the local problem and citizens 
of Escanaba would 
profit 
im ­ 
mensely. There could and would 
be a drastic reduction in traffic 
accidents, fewer drunken driver 
cases, and a cleaner, more whole­ 
some atmosphere in 
the 
legal 
machinery of the city. Let’s take 
the traffic court out of the police 
station.

rpHE proposal by the Truman Commis- 
* sion on Health Needs that I 1-2 billion 
dollars be 
appropriated 
jointly by the 
state and federal governments to help pay 
doctor bills is not likely to be met with 


Soar Issue Could 
Upset Unity Plans 
rpH E Saar is a tiny pocket of land along 
the Rhine River border of France and 
Germany, For more than th ree decades it 
has been shrouded in France-G erm an con­ 
troversy. Both countries covet its riches of 
coal and steel. 
A fter World W ar I the Saar was taken 
from Germ any and put under the League 
of Nations. In 1935, Nazi Germ any, exert­ 
ing heavy pressure, regained the territory 
in a plebiscite. 
A fter W orld W ar II, Saar citizens voted 
for economic union 
w ith 
France, 
since 
G erm any was then on its 
back. 
Britain 
and the U. S. accepted th e arrangem ent to 
w in French support for the unification of 
W estern Germ any. 
Recently Saarlanders voted again, reaf­ 
firm ing their economic ties with 
France 
by piling up 68 per cent of the area vote 
in favor of the present Saar government, 
a pro-French affair. 
Pro-G erm an parties w ere not represent­ 
ed in the election, so a direct test could 
not be had. But 24 per cent of the voters 
turned in spoiled ballots, and German ad­ 
vocates had urged this as deliberate pol­ 
icy. Saar leaders contend at least IO per 
cent are norm ally spoiled. If that is so, 
then about 14 per cent is the measure of 
the pro-G erm an vote under m arked hand­ 
icaps. 
Evidently this result does not really im­ 
prove the situation. The Germ ans continue 
to regard the Saar as theirs, as it is by 
race, culture and language. 
The 
French 
think they deserve the Saar as compensa­ 
tion for th eruin the 
Nazis 
wrought in 
France. 
Moreover, they are 
m indful 
that 
the 
Saar constitutes 28 per cent of their coal 
output and 25 per cent of 
French 
steel 
production. With it counted, France can 
roughly match German coal-steel figures 
and talk on equal term s in implementing 
the Schuman European coal-steel 
agree­ 
ment. Without the Saar, the French are at 
a disadvantage. 
Some leaders believe the only possible 
solution is to internationalize the Saar, to 
m ake it a separate elem ent in a devlop- 
ing European community. There is consid­ 
erable evidence that the Saarlanders them ­ 
selves would prefer this to perm anent af­ 
filiation with either G erm any or France. 
Many have a kind 
of 
split 
personality, 
feeling cultural bonds w ith the Germans 
but believing their stomachs are fuller un­ 
der the French. 
Chancellor A denauer of Germany and 
French Foreign M inister 
Schum an 
have 
been trying to achieve this objective, with 
no luck. Feeling runs high on both sides 
and Germany especially gets bolder and 
bolder as it grows in economic strength 
and regains political stature. The moment 
for agreem ent on the Saar my have gone 
by. 
It is no exaggeration to say, 
however, 
that failure to resolve this dilemma could 
put in jeopardy the whole project for Eu­ 
ropean unity—politcial, economic and mili­ 
tary. Ultimately it may provide a supreme 
test of European statesm anship. 


any more enthusiasm thar. previous pro­ 
posals by the Truman adm m sti ation for 
socialized medicine. 
The 
Truman 
Commission’s 
proposal 
sought to sugar-coat the pill, but the pro­ 
posal is a form of compulsory health in­ 
surance just the same. Inevitably such a 
dose could lead only to bureaucracy and 
government intervention of 
the 
medical 
profession. 
All of the details of the new proposal 
are not immediately available. Undoubt­ 
edly the Commission sought ways to meet 
some of the objections to previous propos­ 
als of federal health insurance. The new 
proposal recognizes 
the 
desirability 
of 
voluntary health insurance plans and is 
designed primarily to 
supplement 
these 
programs. To that extent, at least, it dif­ 
fers from the previous 
recommendations 
of the Truman administration. 
The commission in reporting its findings 
said that people in 
low-income 
groups 
cannot afford adequate medical care, even 
on present prepayment plans. 
This is less true today than ever before 
in the nation’s 
history. 
The 
voluntary 
health insurance programs have gone a 
long, long way to meet this problem. Such 
programs are being expanded at a phe­ 
nomenally rapid pace. True enough, the 
problem has not been completely solved, 
particularly in cases w here long and ex­ 
pensive medical assistance is required. 
But the strides that have 
been 
made 
towards the solution of the problem are 
extremely 
encouraging—and 
they 
are 
strides made within 
the 
framework 
of 
private enterprise. They have not created 
a bureaucracy to threaten the roots of the 
medical profession. 
If the government is genuinely concern­ 
ed about the ability of low income families 
to meet the cost of medical requirements, 
one obvious approach that could be made 
without getting messed up in a 
contro- 
veisy over socialized medicine is 
to 
in­ 
crease the income tax exemeption of 
in­ 
dividuals. That would free more 
of 
the 
workers salaries for medical needs. 
Other proposals of the Truman 
Com­ 
mission obviously contain merit and the> 
are proposals in which 
there is general 
agreement by the American people. They 
include proposals to increase the number 
of doctors, technicians, nurses and other 
health personnel in training; construction 
of more hospitals an dincreased medical 
research. 
These lattei proposals offer more genu­ 
ine hope for the solution of the nation's 
halth problem—and at far less cost—than 
any program in which 
the 
government 
agrees to foot all or part of the patients’ 
bills.

Operation Is Best Treatment 


For Cataracts of the Eyes

Although cataracts have been discussed 
in this column on several occasions, this 
eve condition becomes a m atter of extreme 
importance to many thousands every year. 
It is almost undoubtedly becoming more 
and more common. 
Mrs. G., for example, says, “ I have bila­ 
teral cataracts, and am 69 years old. my 
vision is 20/60, and there seems to be no 
change that can be made in glasses that 
will help. Do you think I should be oper­ 
ated on?” 
Now it is not possible to decide without 
direct examination, and without knowing 
all the facts, just when a cataract should 
be operated on, but the subject can be dis­ 
tu n ed in general terms. First, what is it? 
A catai act involves that portion of the 
• ye which serves ar- a lens. The 
lens 
is 
• orovally clear but becomes clouded in ca­ 
taract and this produces a blurring of vi­ 
sion. Perhaps it can be explained best by 
comparing it with the lens of a camera lf 
a camera lens is not clean a picture taken 
*ttJ* it will be blurred and “fuzzy.” 
lp m much fuzziness there is depends on 
the amount of cloudiness in the lens. If 
er.ly part of the lens is involved, par* of

lf the whole lens is clouded, then all ob­ 
jects will be blurred. 
A beginning cataract in which the cloud­ 
ing is slight is called 
"incipient.” 
When 
the process of clouding has 
been 
com­ 
pleted it is called "ripe.” or mature. Un­ 
fortunately, medical 
treatm ents—that 
is 
drugs that have so far been discovered— 
have not proved of value in dissolving ma­ 
terial which clouds the lens, nor can they 
restore normal vision. Glasses, of course, 
also cannot remedy the situation.

Operation ii the best treatment foi ca­ 
taract. When cataract is mature, it can be 
removed and full vision restored in 
un­ 
complicated cases. Surgery of the eye has 
been so much improved that it is some­ 
times possible to remove the lens with a 
cataract in it at early stages of develop­ 
ment. 
There is no reason to believe that eye­ 
strain leads to the development of cataract, 
though, of course, 
eyestrain 
should 
be

WASHINGTON—Congressional election 
probeis, digging through the files of big 
contributors, have come across the amaz­ 
ing way in which one Texas oilman tried 
to influence the election in 20 states out 
of the 48. 
The oilman is H R. Cullen of Dallas, one 
of the wealthiest men in the U. S. A., w’ho 
placed a minimum of $53,000 behind his 
pet candidates during the recent campaign. 
Naturally the candidates he backed if 
elected will be inclined to favor legislation 
backed by Cullen, such as tidelands oil and 
the 27*2 per cent oil depletion tax allow­ 
ance. 
Cullen didn’t .scatter his money. He pin­ 
pointed it on certain candidates. Further­ 
more, he didn’t confine it to candidates in 
or near Texas. He reached out all the way 
to Connecticut to spend $1,000 to defeat 
Sen. William Benton, the Democrat who 
had the courage to oppose 
Sen. Joseph 
McCarthy. 
Likewise he sent 
$5,000 up to Wiscon­ 
sin to help Senator M cCarthy in his prim­ 
ary, with $3,500 to help re-elect Sen. Wil­ 
liam Jenner of Indiana, the man who call­ 
ed Gen. George M arshall a traitor.

Heie is a detailed account of how the

parlayed 
his political 
money all over the U nited States:

However, Wood was defeated by a laxly 
Democrat, Mrs. Grace Prost. 
Cullen lias been a registered Democrat 
most ol his life. But, outside his own state, 
most of his money was put up to elect Re­ 
publicans. The only exceptions were ao00 
to re-elect Democratic Congressmen Burr 
Harrison of Virginia and anethol $500 to 
M. M. Long, who lost to Republican Wil­ 
liam Wampler also in Virginia. 
Note—Only family to top Cullen in in­ 
dividual coati lbutions was the Rockefell­ 
ers, who among them gave $85,000.

because of his talents as a re­ 
organizer and economizer in state 
government. 
In his own state of New Hamp­ 
shire, Adams set up a “Hoover 
Commission” type of reorganiza­ 
tion, 
reclassified 
all state em ­ 
ployes, and undertook surveys of 
various state agencies by private 
engineering firms. 
Encountering 
a 
huge 
deficit 
when he took office, the governor 
put New Hampshire on an aus­ 
terity budget, barred new taxes, 
and got things in balance. 
He 
cleaned up a state contracts scan­ 
dal inherited 
from a prior Re­ 
publican administration. 
This performance, together with 
the great faith 
General 
Eisen­ 
hower obviously has in him as an 
intim ate adviser, leads observers 
to feel Adams will enjoy more real 
power than the usual presidential 
assistant. 
The current Assistant 
to the President, John R. Steel- 
man, is used mostly as a trouble­ 
shooter by President Truman.

But in the past, assistants like 
Woodrow Wilson’* Colonel House 
and Franklin D. Roosevelt’s Harry 
Hopkins 
have 
wielded 
trem en­ 
dous influence in high level af­ 
fairs. 
Observers see Adams fill­ 
ing such a role. 
Adams’ 
service in the Eisen­ 
hower cause began early. 
It was 
he who was one of the first on 
Ike’s pre-nom ination bandwagon. 
In fact, some say he gave the 
bandwagon the push that got it 
going. 
He entered the name of Dwight 
Eisenhower in the New Hamp­ 
shire primary in November, 1951, 
before Eisenhower had announced 
himself a Republican. The candi­ 


date’s consent was not required 
for filing in New Hampshire, and 
Adams acted on his own convic­ 
tions.

Adams became Eis- i 
enhower’s chief 
adviser 
during 
the campaign. This was a tribute j 


to his quick mind, his facility for 
getting people to work together, 
his knack of sizing up public 
opinion. 
Adams’ talents in those direc­ 
tions have long been recognized 
by the New Hampshire electorate. 
His first public office, in fact, was 
won in the nominally Democratic 
city of Lincoln, where he was 
elected to the State Legislature 
in 1940. 
He had the nomination of both 
parfies two years later, then re ­ 
verted to being just a Republican. 
Yet his tact and fair-mindedness 
was still recognized by both p ar­ 
ties, and, in 1943, he was named 
Speaker of the House in New 
Hampshire.

He loet the Republican prim ary 
race for governor by a mere 157 
votes in 1946, but two years later 
won the primary and the election. 
He was re-elected in 1950, and it 
was from this post that he took 
an unsalaried, three-month leave 
to serve as Eisenhower’s campaign 
chief of staff. 
Adams’ background is that of a 
successful businessman. 
He is a 
Vermonter by birth, but moved

Lincoln, entered the lumber busi­ 
ness, and became manager of a 
big lumber and pulp concern. 
It was largely his workers who 
voted him into his first office, and 
that fact — his feelings for the 
working man—has made him suc­ 
cessful in labor dealings during 
his public career.

years for a compulsory health 
insurance plan financed by payroll 
taxes on employers and employes, 
found the new proposal satisfactory 
He said he hoped it would be 
earned out. 
Whether his endorsement will 
have weight with the incoming 
Republican Congress is, of course, 
questionable. Truman couldn’t get 
compulsory health insurance ap­ 
proved even when the Democrats 
ran Congress. 
What the health commission pro­ 
poses is a broad new system, 
backed by IM billion dollars of 
federal and state funds every year, 
to help bring medical care within 
the reach of everyone who wants 
it on a prepayment basis. 
States 
and 
individuals 
could 
come in or stay out. If they came 
in, it would be under standards 
set by the federal government. But 
the insurance plan would be run 
largely by local and state boards. 
Dental Care Included 
Anyone able to pay health insur­ 
ance premiums—just how much 
they would be hasn’t been worked 
out—would finance his own health 
program. Federal and state funds 
would pay all or part of the costs 
for those unable to bear their full 
share. 
As the commission sees it, a plan 
should provide not only for hospital 
and surgical care, as most present 
voluntary insurance systems do, 
but also for services of a family 
physician. It says the plan should 
offer dental care to children at 
first, and eventually to everybody, 
along with expensive drugs, appli- 
eances and X-ray service. 
The commission recommended 
that some three million people' now 
drawing monthly Old Age and Sur­ 
vivors Insurance checks from the 
social security program, and mil­ 
lions more who will start receiving 
benefits at 65, be brought into the 
health insurance plan. It suggested 
that the cost be paid out of social 
security funds, 
which are 
col­ 
lected from taxes on employers 
and employes, regardless of wheth­ 
er the beneficiaries are able to 
meet it themselves. 
This was the phase that drew 
quick fire from Dr. Bauer. 
“Under this plan,’* he said, “the 
federal government, through pay­ 
roll deductions, would pay directly 
for the medical care of an ever­ 
increasing segment of our popu­ 
lation and our health 
services 
would inevitably be controlled by 
big government."
